DEATH OF JOHN P. ALTOELD. 


The death of John P. Altgdd oc- 


curred with a suddenness that made 
it almost tragic and under circum- 
stances almost spectacular. Always 
a friend to the lowly and oppressed, 
he had just concluded a stirring ap- 
peal in behalf 
of 
the struggling 


Boers when the death-stroke fell un- 
warned upon him. He will be deep- 
ly mourned by thousands, for he had 
a personal 
following of devoted 


friends, admirers and adherents not 
acquired by many men in public life. 


Mr, Altgeld 
was a man. of the 


highest order of talents. 
He 
was 


great as a lawyer, great as a jurist, 
great as a statesman, great as a poli- 
tician. 
Yet, it may 'be doubted if 


any man of his time could arouse his 
opponents to such a lofty pitch of 
acrimonious antagonism as he could 
and did. He was radical and ex- 
treme, but honest »to the very core of 
his heart in any belief he professed. 
He had the courage of a singularly 
clear conscience 
united to an un- 


shakable self-reliance. What he be- 
lieved was right he set himself to do 
nor cared what any man might think 
pf the action. 
. His pardon of the Chicago anarch* 
asts, convicted of the 
Haymarket 


murders, was a bold defiance of pub- 
lic sentiment. But Aitgeld believed 
the men unjustly convicted and, his 
act squaring with his conscience, he 
cared for no further approval. Sim- 
ilarly, his altitude of opposition to 
the employment of federal troops in 
Chicago during the great strike riots 
of 1894, was unpopular to the last 
degree with a majority of the people 
of his state and the country, bu!t he 
was sincere and tha't satisfied him, 
Altgeld was much denounced as a 
demagogue, but he was none of tha't. 
He had the boldness x>f spirit, an in- 
difference to consequences that fthe 
demagogue cannot know. 
Altgeld 


was a true friend to the people. He 
made mistakes, but he believed he 
was right. He will be better thought 
of after a time, when some of the 
spirit of rancor his own aggressive- 
ness arou&ed lias subsided.

GEN. FUNSTON AT A BANQUET 


KANSAS FIGHTER GUEST OF 


THE MABQUETTE CLUB. 


Makes a Sensational Speech—Thinks 


Some Socalled Anti-Imperial* 


ists Should Hang. 


Chicago, March 12.—General Fred- 


erick S. Fuustou was the guest of 
honor at an elaborate banquet held 
last night in the club house of the 
Marquette club, members of the Lin- 
coln club also sharing in the occa- 
sion. General Funston arrived in the 
city at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
for a dtay of two days, during which 
time he will be the guest of various 
clubs and of the city as well. 


The speakers at the banquet held 


last night were Gen. John C. Black, 
of Chicago; Col. Henry L. Turner, 
Chicago. Mr. George E. Adams act* 
ed as toastmaster. 


General Funston in his speech said; 


"Had it not been for (the so-called 
peace party in the states the insur- 
rection would have been suppressed 
finally in January, 1900. Since that 
time many lives have been sacrificed 
and millions of dollars have been 
spent. 
Were it not for the hope of 


the few leaders still under arms that 
the United States is on the verge of 
a civil war in their behalf, all resist- 
ance would be at an end. 


"Two negro soldiers deserted our 


army, and for a time served in the 
insurgent army. They were caught 
and hanged. 
It would have been 


more of an act 
of justice- had we 


hanged some of the people who sign- 
ed the recent petition, to congress 
asking that we confer with the Fili- 
pino leaders in an 
effort to secure 


peace. In the one case two ignorant 
beings were executed, while in the 
other people more guilty than they 
and in possession of their 
senses, 


were allowed to go free. 


"We are informed that Major Wal- 


ler, one of the bravest and best of- 
ficers in the navy, is to be court- 
martialed because he shot some na- 
tives who stole the food 
from his 


starving men. If that is true I say, 
'Bully for Waller.' 
I am glad he 


did it. 


"The great mass of the natives in 


the Philippines do not know what 
independence is. 
Ninety-five' per 


cent, want to be left alone, and pre- 
fer *to be governe'd by others than 
themselves. 
The case of Cuba has 


been held as an example of what we 
could do in the far east. 


"I believe my experience in both 


countries has given me aii insight 
into the character of both peoples. 
There are forty Cuban leaders who 
are the superiors of any leader the 
Filipinos ever had. This is not com- 
parison between the itwo. And T am 
not lying awake, either, thinking of 
how I love the Cubans. 


"Many instances of the so-called 


cruelty and unnecessary executions 
have been repeated here in the 
states. 
Of the seven hundred na- 


tives who have been convicted and 
sentenced to death over five hundred 
have been imprisoned instead."

Funston was continued today, de- 
spite the rain. He visited General 
OHs at army headquarters, spent a 
few moments at the "board of 'trade 
and then went to the stock yards. 
Later he attended a reception in his 
honor at the Press club. This even- 
ing General Funston will be a spec- 
tator at the Studebaker theater, 
where George A'de's "Sultan of Sulu" 
had 
its 
premier appearance last 


night. After the theater he will at- 
tend the Chicago Yacht club's ban- 
quet.

John Peter Altgeld was born in 


Germany, December 30, 1847, and 
came with 'his parents to Ohio two 
years later. He entered the union 
army in 1864 and1 after the war of 
the rebellion became a citizen, of Chi- 
cago. He studied law, and achieved 
distinction at the 'bar. In 1886 lie 
was elected judge of the superior 
court of Cook county, making n. rec- 
ord on the bench that brought liim 
into •prominent notice. 
He became 


an influential leader of the demo- 
cratic party in his state and in 1892 
he was elected governor of Illinois 
by a very large majority, his term 
expiring in January, 1897. Governor 
Altgeld published two 
volumes of 


essays on "Live Questions," of broad 
views on social matters. He Attract- 
ed national attention: in June, 1893, 
by pardoning Schwab, Fielden and 
Neebe, three of the Chicago anarch- 
ists convicted of murder in. connec- 
tion with the Haymarket conspiracy 
and riots of May, 1886. 
Again he 


came into prominent notice in July, 
1894, by his bitter public criticism 
of President Cleveland for ordering 
nit federal troops to suppress the 
great railroad strike in Chicago. At 
the national democratic convention 
in Chicago in July, 189G, he took a 
leading and most influential part, 
and it is conceded that he proved 
himself more than a match for the 
eastern political leaders iu point of 
resource, skill and 
determination.

business pursuits. He lias lectured 
on public question? throughout the

bring offenders to justice. I>r. Bar- 
nett has announced himself as a can- 
didate for another term after having 
filled the office for two terms. 


The office of coroner in a county 


the size of Allen and Fort Wayne— 
a 
city 
almost 
metropolitan—has 


ceased to be a travesty and should 
be filled by a physician whose capa- 
bility and standing will be both an 
honor to the community and a 
strength to the ticket, and who will 
fill the office to the best interests of 
the public. 


There ought to be no question as 


to the policy of the democratic con- 
vention next Saturday relating to 
the necessity of filling this office with 
a competent physician. 
Under sec- 


tion 10 of the 'Health Law, passed by 
act of February 7, 1899, 
the law 


reads: «* * * tfo such permit 
(burial) shall 'be issued until there 
has been delivered to such board or 
agent a certificate of death according 
to the form prescribed by the State 
Board of Health." 


The certificate referred to which is 


prescribed by said board must be 
signed by an K. D. The certificate 
must be file'd with and approved by 
the health officer and sent to the 
state board of 'health at Indianapolis, 
and if not regular the coroner must 
disinter the body an'd hold an au- 
topsy. 


Hence, it follows without question 


that in case a person, not a physi- 
cian, should be acting AS coroner, he 
must, in order to make the burial 
legal and comply with the law, call 
i physician in every case, and have 
such physician sign the certificate 
showing- the cause of death, and thus 
create 'an additional expense to the 


taxpayers amounting to about $2,000 
p«r anuuni; and it will appear to any 
intelligent pea-son thrvt unices the 
coroner is a doctor he cannot intelli- 
gently 
review the work of other 


members of the profession who may 
be called in to make post mortem ex- 
aminations. The Dunn case, for in- 
stance, which came under the coro- 
ner's jurisdiction last summer, dem- 
onstrates that fact.

geous spectacles of modern- times. 
The president, however, is said to 
regard the matter with all. the prac- 
tical candor of a politician and hence 
sees in the proposal many embarrass- 
ing possibilities. The British, cere- 
monraHsts have planned to make 
Miss Roosevelt's reception and treat- 
ment such as court etiquette pre- 
scribes for the entertainment of royal 
guests. Miss Roosevelt was to be 
given the character and importance 
of a princess of a reigning house ancl 
distinguished with all sorts of glit- 
tering ceremony and royal flummery. 
Britons like that, but it would not be 
appetizing to a large majority of 
Americans, and the president knows 
this as well as anybody. So the visit 
of Miss Roosevelt to the coronation 
of the king has been abandoned. 
Miss Roosevelt will go to Havana to 
bo the guest of Governor General and 
Mrs. Wood for a time. 


The lower bittnch of the Ohio legis- 
tt'ture has passed a bill to repeal the 
Garfidd corrupt practices act and the 
senate mil doubtless concur in the 
bill. This Inw was introduced four 
years ago by Senator James R. Gar- 
field, son of tthe Lite pre&i'dent. The 
measure was purposed to secure the 
purity of elections and pi-event cor- 
rupt practices in polities by placing 
a limit to l!iie money which migfut 
legally ba spent 'by a cantlid-.Tte in 
canvass for certaini specified offices, 
the schedule applying to every elec- 
tive office which came under jurisdic- 
tion of 'tiho state constitution. 
The 


reason given far the repeal is that 
the law (has failed slignally of its 
purpose -and that it has 'hall no other 
effect Hum to encourage and place a 
premium on perjury. 
It is an ti-d- 


mitWdly bad state of affairs when 
men charg-ed -wi'Ui high public duties 
and responsibilities -and the enforce- 
ment of 'tflie laws will commit per- 
jury to escape the operation of a law 
designed'to keep 1flie ballot pure. It 
is a Situation, however, that statute 
law tran hardly readb. and correct, 
deplorable- 'as-it 'all is. It is a com- 
paratively easy matter for candidates 
to conceail proof of the excessive use 
of money and the candidate that is 
willing in iflie first place to violate 
the law will 'be found quite as will- 
ing afterwards to pei'jure (himself 
when sworn as to 'Ms campaign ex- 
penses. Probably it as well to repeal 
the law if it nurtures worse coiidi- 
iions than those -which it is de- 
signed to correct 


Wo offense will be taken in this 


country if Prince Henry voices the 
conclusion that the Americans have 
made him tired. 


The only condition on which the 


sugar interests now opposing tariff 
reciprocity wibh Cuba will consent 
to sudi conce-ssion is that the tariff 
rates nr.w <in fores 'be maintained nnd 
rebates paid -to the Cubans in such 
amount •ns would equal 'the proposed 
reduction of 'the Ding-lsy rates.

to pay into the treasury of a foreign 
country a bounty in order that the 
interests so protected may continue 
to enjoy government favor at the es 
pense of the people. The president's 
purpose to hurl a special mess-age 
at the house demanding justice for 
Cuba is well-timed, much needed and 
just what the American people ex- 
pect of au executive of Theodore 
Roosevelt's character. 


'Tariff concessions to Cuba," says 


Chairman Payne, of the house ways 
and means committee, "will delay 
annexation." So, too, will the turn- 
ing over of Cuban affairs to the care 
and management of an independent 
Uuban government delay annexation. 
But this country cannot well get 
away from the obligation to do that, 
even if it should forever frustrate 
the hopes of the annexationists in 
;his country. All our obligations to 
Cuba may be dodged or wantonly 
violated for the sake -of annexation, 
rrut that will not gave better coun- 
tenance to the morals of the situa- 
rion. 


Prince Henry's visit is ended and 


he now goes home to report to his 
imperial brother upon his trip to this 
country. He has seen .much of the 
country -and much of its people. He 
can hardly have a really broad no- 
tion of the United States, however, 
because he saw so little of its great 
agricultural areas, the fertile an'l 
cultivated 
expanses—many 
timis 


larger than his 
own. empire—that 


"feed the world." 
Yet he must 


carry home a profound and pleasant 
impression of the cordiality of his 
reception and the friendly feeling 
here for Germany, as well as a bet- 
ter idea than he brought why so 
many of his countrymen, leave the 
fatherland for the United States. 


It seems a pity that the democratic

The least that every political party 


owes the people is to vouchsafe clean 
and capable administration of pub- 
lic affairs by placing good men in 
office. This duty rests with added 
weight upon -the dominant party in 
every community. 
The 
certainty 


that the majority party's nominees 
will be elected imposes the unalter- 
able obligation that the party shall 
constantly maintain Strict faith with 
the public. 
If power is abused it 


must follow inevitably sooner or later 
that power shall wane. 
If the con- 


lence of the people is betrayed the 


consequence must be that the people 
will cease to trust. In enlightened 
communities political majorities are 
unstable conditions. Party, senti- 
ment no longer shackles thinking 
men to unworthy candidates or 'bad 
causes.

The political party that confers its 
Eionors and bestows its preferments 
upon any other kind of man. than a 
jood and worthy man is recreant to 
ts principles and traitorous to the 
people. Such n party will see its col- 
ors deserted, its prestige departed 
ind its power broken. 
The party 


cannot lend its fair device to einbel- 
ish a tarnished shield or ornament 
a polluted 'banner -without paying the 
penalty of base prostitution. 


In Allen county the 
democratic 


jarty is charged with the high, and 
honorable duty of placing good men 
in office. 
Discharge of this duty 


ought to be not difficult.

Omaha, Neh., March 11.—A storm 


from the northwest swept through 
the northern portion of Omaha early 
today. Light rain and hail were fol- 
lowed by a veritable liurricane, 
which did a great amount of damage. 
Wires were Wown down, windows 
shattered, several buildings unroof- 
ed and sidewalks torn up. Five sky- 
lights, each weighing more 'than 500 
pounds, were blown down at the Col- 
iseum building. The Moumouth park 
M. E. church, at 34th street and Lar- 
imore avenue was blown to pieces, as 
•was the building at 2218 Cumming 
street, occupied by the Rutherford 
Marble works. 


The roof at 2410 and 2412 Cum- 


ming street was blown to the street. 
At the same time a holt of lightning 
struck the flat at 2410 
Gumming, 


shattering the rear portion, of the 
building. 


A row of flats across the street 


from the Coliseum was badly dam- 
aged. So far as known no one was 
seriously injured. 


The efforts of the storm were made 


more apparent with the break of 
dawn, and it is now known that half 
a hundred buildings were damaged 
more or less. Gumming street, from 
Eighteenth to Twenty-fourth 
and 


Twenty-fourth street north of Gum- 
ming are strewn with debris from 
damaged buildings, signs and fences. 
Nobody is thought to have been in- 
jured, 'but -Bicycle Fatrolman Dan 
Baldwin had a narrow escape. The 
storm struck him before he had dis- 
mounted and the force of the wind 
threw him' heavily to the pavement, 
but he managed to get to a place of 
safety. 


T'he Coliseum building is the worst 


wrecked of the larger structures. 
It 


was directly in the path of the storm. 
Nearly all of the skylig'hts are gone 
and the roof is badly twisted. The

FORGETTING AND POBGIVNG., A THEILLING DISCOURSE | 


ON THE WONDERFUL MEBCY OF GOD.

Washington, March 9.—From the 


letter to the -Hebrews Dr. Talmage 
takes a text and illustrates how all 
otfemlevs may lie emancipated. Text, 
Hebrews viii, 12: "Their sins and 
their iniquities will I remember no 
more." 


***** ***************** ' 


•The national flower of the Egyp- 


tians is 
the 
heliotrope, of 
the 


Assyrians is the water lily, of tlie' 
Hindoos is the marigold, of the Chi- 
nese is the chrysanthemum. 
"We 


"have no national flower, 'but there is 
hardly any flower more suggestive 
to many of us than the "forget-me- 
not." We nil like to be remembered, 
and. one of our misfortunes is that 
there are so many things "we can not 
remember. Mnemonics, or the art of 
assisting memory, is an. important 
art. It was first suggested 
'by 


Siinonides of Ceos 500 years before 
Christ. Persons who liad fcut little 
power to recall events, or put facts 
aiid names and dates in proper pro- 
cessions, have, through, this art, had 
their memory re-enforced to an al- 
most - incredible extent. 
A good 


memory is an invaluable possession. 
By all means cultivate it. I had an 
aged friend who, detained all night 
at a miserable depot in waiting' for 
a rail 'train fast in the snowbanks, 
entertained a group of some ten or 
fifteen clergymen, likewise detained 
on their way home from a meeting 
of presbytery, toy, first, with a ipiece 
of chaik, drawing out on the black 
and sooty walls of the depot, the 
characters of Walter Scott's "Harm- 
ion," and then reciting "from mem- 
ory the whole of that poem of some 
eighty pages in fine print. My old 
friend, through great age, lost his 
—'-mory, and "when. I asked1 him if 
this story of the railroad depot was 
true he said: "I do Jiot remember 
now, but it was just like me. -Let 
me see," said he to me, "have I ever 
seen you before?" 
"Yes," I said, 


"you -were my guest last night, and 
I was with you an -hour ago." What 
an awful contrast in that man, be- 
tween the greatest memory I ever 
knew and no memory at all. 


But right along with this art of 


recollection, which I 
can not <too 


highly eulogize, is one quite as im- 
portant and yet I never heard it ap- 
plauded. I mean the art of forget- 
ting. There is a splendid faculty in 
that direction that we all need to 
cultivate. We might, through that 
process, be ten 
times happier and 


more useful than -we now are. 
We 


have been told that forgetfulness is 
a weakness 'and ought to toe avoided 
by all possible means. So .far from 
a weakness, my text ascribes it to 
God. 
It is the very *;op of omnipo-; 


tence that G-od as able to obliterate 
a part of his own memory. 
If "we 


repent of sin and rightly seek the 
divine forgiveness, the record of the 
misbehavior' is not only crossed off 
the books, but G-od actually lets it 
pass out of memory. 
"Their sins 


and their iniquities -will I remember 


r 
no more." To remember 110 more is 
to forget, and you can not make any- 
thing else out of it. 
God's power of 


.forgetting is so great that if two 
men appeal to Him, and the one 
man, after a life all right, gets the 
sins of his heart pardoned, and the 
other man, after a life of abomina- 
tion, gets pardoned, God remembers 
no more against one than against the 
other. The entire past o£ both the 
moralist, <with his imperfections, and 
the profligate, with his debaucheries, 
is as much obliterated in the one case 
as in the other. Forgotten, forever 
and forever. "Their sins and their 
iniquities will T remember no more."

find here and there a man or woman

is 


genial 
and 
summery. 
"Why? 


Have 
they 
always 
been treat- 


ed well? Oh, no. Hard^things have 
been said against them. They have 
been charged with officiousness; and 
their generosities have been set 
down to -a desire for 
display, 


they have many a time been the sub- 
ject for tittle-tattle, and they 'have 
and enough, great attacks like lions 
and eonugh. great attacks like lions 
to have made them perpetually mis- 
erable, if they -would -have consented 
to be miserable. But they have had 
enough divine philosophy to cast off 
the annoyances, and [they have kept 
themselves in the sunligiht of Gad's 
favor tand have realized that these 
oppositions and 'hindrances are a

This sublime attribute of iforget- 


f illness on the part of God you and I 
need, ill our finite way, to imitate. 
You will do -well to cast out of your 
recollection 
all -wrongs done you. 


During the course of one's life he is 
sure to be misrepresented, to be lied 
about, to be injured. There are those 
who keep these things fresh by fre- 
quent rehearsal. If things have ap- 
peared in print they keep them in 
their scrapbook, .tor they out these 
precious paragraphs out of newspa- 
pers or books and at leisure times 
look them over, or they have them 
tied up in bundles, or thrust in pig- 
eon-holes, and they frequently regale 
themselves and their friends by an 
inspection of these flings, these sar- 
casms, these falsehoods, these cruel- 
ties. I have known gentlemen -who 
carried them in their pocketbooks, 
so that they could easily get at these 
irritations, and they put their right 
hand in the 
inside 
of their coat 


pocket over 'their 
heart, and say: 


"Look here! let me show you some- 
thing." Scientists catch wasps and 
hornets and poisonous insects and 
transfix them in curiosity bureaus 
for study, and that is well. 
But 


these of whom I speak catch the 
wasps and the hornets and poisonous 
insects and play with them and pnt 
them on themselves 
and on thjeir 


friends and see how far the noxious 
things "can jump and show how deep 
they can sting. Have no such scrap- 
hook. Keep nothing in your posses 


Another practical thought: When 


OUT faults are a-epented of let them 
go out of mind.

God forgets 


them, we have a right 
to

them. Having once repented cf our 
infelicities and misdemeanors, there 
is no need of our repenting of them 


gain. 
Suppose I owe you a large 


sum oi money, and you are persuad- 
ed I am incapacitated to pay, and 
you give me acquittal from that ob- 
ligation. You say: "I cancel that 
debt. 
All is right now. Start 


again." And the next day I come 
in and say: 
"You know about that 


big debt I owed you. I have come 
in to gat you to let me off. I feel 
so bad about it I can not rest. Do 
let me off." You reply with a little 
impatience: 
"I :dld let you off. 


Don't bother yourself and bother me 
with any more of that discussion." 
The following day I come in and 
say: "My dear sir, ahout that debt, 
I can never get over tihe fact that I 
owed you that money. It is some- 
thing .that weighs on my mind like 
a millstone. 
Do .forgive me that 


debt." .This time you 
clear lose 


your patience and say: 
"You are a 


nuisance. 
What do you mean by 


this reiteration of that affair? I am 
almost sorry I forgave you that debt. 
Do you doubt my veracity, or do you 
not understand the plain language 
in which I told you that dabt was 
canceled?" 
Well, my friends, there 


are many Christians guilty of worse 
folly that that. While it is right 
that they repent of new sins and of 
Tecent sins, what is the use of both- 
ering yourself and insulting God by 
asking Him to forgive sins that 
long ago were forgiven?

liand of some people is to recount in 
prayer meetings and pulpits what 
big scoundrels they once were. They 
not only will not forget their forgiv- 
en deficits, .but they seem to be de- 
termined that the church and the 
world shall not forget them. If you 
want to declare that you have been 
the chief of sinners and extol the 
grace that could save -a wretch as 
you were, do so, but do not go into 
particulars; Do not tell how many 
times you got drunk, or to what bad 
places you went, or how many free 
rides you had in the prison van 'be- 
fore you were converted. Lump it, 
brother; give it to us in bulk. If 
you have any sears got in honorable 
warfare, show them; "but if you have 
scars got in ignoble warfare, do not 
display them. I know you will 
quote the bible reference to the hor- 
rible pit from which you were dig- 
ged. 
Yes, be thankful for that res- 


cue, but do not make displays of the 
mud of that horrible pit, or splash it 
over other people. Sometimes I have 
felt in Christian meetings discom- 
fited and unfit for Christian service 
because I had done none of those 
things whifeh seemed1 to be in the es- 
timation 
of many 
necessary for 


Christian usefulness, for I never 
swore a word, or ever got drunk, or 
went to compromising places, or was 
guilty of assault 
and 
battery, or 


ever uttered a slanderous word, or 
ever did any one a 'hurt, although I 
knew my heart was sinful enough; 
and I said to myself: "There is no 
use of my trying to do any good, for 
I never went through those depraved 
experiences," tout afterward I saw 
consolation in the thought that no 
one gained any ordination by the 
laying- on of the hands of dissolute- 
ness and infamy. 
And though an 


ordinary moral life, 
ending in a 


Christian life, may not be as dra- 
matic a story to tell about, let us be 
grateful to God rather than -worry 
about it if we "have never plungad 
into outward abominations. It may 
be -appropriate in a meeting of re- 
formed drunkards, or reformed de- 
bauchees, to quote for those not re- 
formed how desperate and nasty you 
oiice were; but do not drive a scaven- 


Ojr's cart into assemblages of peo- 
ple, the most of whom have always 
been decent and respectable. But I 
have teen sometimes in -great evan- 
gelistic meetings where people went 
into particulars about the sins they 
once committed, so much so that £ 
felt like putting 
my hand on my 


pocketbook or calling for the police, 
lest these reformed men 'might fall 
from grace and go at their old busi- 
ness of theft or drunkenness or cut- 
throat ery. If your sins have been 
forgiven and your life purified, for- 
get the -waywardness of the past and 
allow others to forget it.

•'When one thinks about it," snid 


he "it seems surprising' how little 
we have to do with the law, and how 
little it has to do with us. The fact 
is, that most of you go about your 
affairs from 
day 
to day, neither 


thinking nor remembering that there 
is a law. Yet you are all the time 
enveloped in the 
net-work of the 


law. 
When you step out of your 


door in the 
morning it is into a 


world of legal 
rules, 
rights, 
re- 


straints, commands, 
penalties and 


punishments. You no sooner reach 
the sidewalk than you are in the en- 
joyment 


-These tv.-o great systems of law- 
lie civil law and the common, law, 
re alike in this, that neither was 
he work of any man or body of men, 
ut a growth—a growth extending 
hrough centuries of active, strug- 
;lir.g, progressive life among- strong 
peoples. It was a growth to which 
generations of the wisest nnd best 
men the world had in it contributed 
heir besi thoughts. I: may be truly 
aid that at every 
period of that 


growth the law represented the best 
hat the world could do in govem- 
ent. 
"The law, therefore, as we have it 


low, 
is nn inheritance from all the 


jes past. It is a fund of principles 
o which every wise moralist, every

The report that only two 
of the passengers of the Waesland, a 
man and a child, lost their lives, ap- 
pears to be confirmed.

So hurried *was the departure 
of the passengers from the sinking 
ship ithat in some cases they were 
only covered by .blankets and hand- 
kerchiefs -were their only head-gear. 


When the' disaster occurred Wed- 


nesday alight the two vessels were 
steaniingly slowly off the coast of 
the Island of Anglesey. 
The Har- 


monides crashed head-on into the 
Waeslaiid, and backed away, but 
once again struck the then sinking 
ship, making a great gap in her side. 
Though, 
smooth, 


the sea was 
perfectly 


the denseness of the fog 


added to the terrors of the passen- 
gers of the Waesland. The women 
rushed .on deck screaming, bnt were 
soon reassured by the officers. 
The 


boats were quickly lowered, 'but the 
operation, resulted in,.two fatalities. 
The end of one of the life .boats slip- 
ped from its davit and precipitated 
the occupants of the boat iuto the 
sea. A steerage (passenger, Edward 
Dangerfield, oft Kansas, struck 'his 
head against the boat's fittings and 
was instantly killed, and 'Elsie Em- 
mett, 12 years old, the daughter of 
the Rev. A. Emmett, was drowned. 
The other persons who were in the 
boat were picked up. 


The behavior of the passengers, 


many of whom were Scandinavian 
emigrants, was exemplary. 
Prece- 


dence was given to 'the women and 
children. 


BOILERS EXPLODED. 


As the last boat was leaving the 


fast sinking ship, .whose decks were 
already awash, 
an explosion an- 


nounced that her boilers had burst, 
and forty minutes after the first im- 
pact the Waesland gava a 
mighty 


lurch and disappeared beneath the 
waves, sinking about mid-way be- 
tween Holyhead and Tuskar light. 
Nothing- was saved except what the 
passengers and crew wore. The boats 
containing- the passengers were .for 
a time separated, owing to the fog, 
but eventually they all reached the 
sides of the Harmonides, 
and the 


survivors were taken on board that 
vessel, where 
everything possible 


was done for their comfort. A pilot 
boat met the Harmonides off the Is- 
laud of Anglesey and communicated 
the news of the disaster to persons 
ashore, with the result that tugs 
were dispatched to search for the 
Harmonides and accompanied the 
steamer to this port. Here the pas- 
sengers were landed and comfortably, 
housed. They will proceed to Phil- 
adelphia Wednesday on board the 
Bed Star line steamer, Woordland. 


The surviving passengers, as a 


rule, escaped with only a few slight 
fbruises.

plan, of news distribution will bo is 
not yet -apparent. Whether the presi- 
dent will doily receive the newspaper 
men in a toody and; administer the 
news in an impartial and blanket 
dose, like a. lecture at a medical col- 
lege, or whether the reporters will 
drop into 'the 'executive office at their 
own. convenience, put their feet up 
on the executive 'desk and1 -ask if 
there is anything1 doing, a, la police 
reporter, is still a matter of doubt.

When he was revived in the police station he said 
that the people on The Island had told him that they had 
no room for hint in the hospital and had brought him back 
io the city. Dr. Stewart, of Flower Hospital said it was a 
shame that Kenny had been turned out of the hospital as 
death was only a matter of a few days in his case. Kenny 
was taken to Bellevue again..

Dr. Eickley, the acting superintendent of the Metropolitan 


Hospital, when asked about Kenny's case over the tele- 
phone, said: 
"Kenny was placed in the consumption ward, which is 


terribly overcrowded. They are sleeping ou the Boor there 
and we can only keep those who are unable to walk or 
move about. Keativ was a ?ery sick man and it was a 
shame to let him go;" but he was stronger than coine of the 
others and so we had to leave him out. We couldn't put 
him in another ward, as it would ba a crime to put a con- 
sumptive in a regular ward. The whole city seems to be full 
of consumption and TUS are so overcrowded here that a ter- 
rible condition of affairs exists."

Patterson continued his questioning 
of General Hughes in the senate com- 
mittee on the Philippines today, tak- 
ing up the beginning of hostilities in 
February, 1899.

American. Senator Patterson asked 
General Hughes what he had meant 
when he said upon hearing the fir- 
ing at first, "The thing- is on." There 
was some sparring between the two 
as on previous occasions, the senator 
insisting upon a direct ansv/er and 
the witness upon replying in his own 
way. "I intend," said the latter, "to 
answer iu the best way I can to cover 
the whole conditions. 
I wish to 


answer in my own way, as I am in- 
formed I have a right to do. I felt 
that they had made ah attack upon 
us \and that we must defend our 
selves," lie added, 


'Did you mbftri simply that you 


I had no intention beyond what I 


have stated." 


QYtr. Patterson then sought to bring j 


out the fact that the attack was made ] 
before the Filipinos were ready and ! 
General Hughes admitted that the j 
Filipino military leaders were absent j, 
in a conference at Slalolos. 
He said ' 


that hostilities were so active the 
next day that there was no opportun- 
ity to attempt to heal the breach. 


Senator 'Patterson questioned Gen- 


eral Hughes concerning the effete of 
President McKinley's proclamation 
of January 9, 1899, for the extension 
of the military occupation of tha 
TTnited States to the entire archi- 
pelago, asking the witne'ss if thera j 
was anything to do but to attack the 
Filipino forces. 


General Hughes replied that the 


policy was to use only peaceful means 
so long as they were effectual, but 
that when these were exhausted, to 
resort to war.

Ocean freig'ht 
ates are the cheapest in our .history 
nd 'tlie result of these low rates is 
een in. tlie great increase in Ameri- 
•an exports. 


T5iere were only three grounds ou 


which the supporters of this bill 
jased their advocacy of a general 
ubsidy. First, that it cost more to 
mild ships in the United 
States 


han abroad; second, that the Ameri- 
an wage scale is higher and bhere- 
ore the cost of operating ships un- 
er tlie American flag is greater than 
under foreign flags; third, that i'or- 
ign governments subsidize their 
merchant marine. 


Senator Clay quoted a number cf 


authorities to prove that with the 
setter methods prevailing 
in the 


hipyards of this country the cost of 
onstruction is no higher 
than 


abroad. 
He contended that Ameri- 


cans can 'build iron and steel ships 
as cheaply/as they can be built in 
any country in the world. 


With regard to the cost of opera- 
ion, 
Senator Clay said

American shipowners can and do ob- 
ain their labor in any ports at which 
:hey touch. 


The American shipowners 
make 


use of the cheapest labor tihey can 
obtain. The provision for a certain 
percentage of the crew to be Amer- 
can will not necessarily result in 
any material increase in the cost of 
operation, 
although an 
effort, he 


said, is made to hare- it so appear. 


He argued that to plead for the 


subsidy on the 
ground that the 


American laboring man 
would be 


benefited by it was in no sense war- 
ranted. 


With regard to the claim that 


American merchant marine must be 
subsidized 
because subsidies are 


granted by competing governments. 
Senator Clay undertook to show thai 
neither England nor Germany gives 
any general subsidy to its merchanl 
marine. Both governments pay for 
ships which can be converted into 
auxiliary cruisers, but that is all, 
Great Britain's payment in this line 
was "but $300,000 a year. He con- 
tended that there was no gener; 
subsidy of its merchant marine by 
either of the two governments, which 
are the chief commercial rivals of tlw 
United States.

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PUMPKINS FOR COWS. 


4i *• Addition to Ibe AVlulfr Cr«l» 


nation They Have I'i-«v«-*l

ft crop of pumpkins iran be raided as a 
tan of tlotibU- ITnp ili:ii \\i!l make a 
most excellent food for cows in win- 
ter, sa^'.s A eui're.spondent 01 Ibe Amer- 
ican Cultivator. 
The value of root 


crops is well known in helping to rogu- 
laie ihe bowels of the stock when fed 
heavily on grain in'Winter. Pumpkins 
come iimler ihis same class, ami they 
should be fed for about i lie s^ame pur- 
pose. Nature seems to have designed 
the pumpkins for the cornfield, for one. 
tan raise just enough 10 feed with the 
crop of corn produced on HIP wame 
land, lu addition toihis, tlieptimplnns 
furnish excellent food for chickens. Jt 
is better for stock to have the seeds 
removed, and it is better fpr ihe poul- 
try to have the seed crushed, ground 
or broken. The feeding; ot pumpkins 
will largely decide their merits. To 
let the slock e:tt them in the field is 
a great mistake. Gather them nil for 
winter food and wait until other suc- 
culent food has disappeared. 
Then 


commence to feed the pumpkins, grad- 
ually increasing the quantity until the 
full diet is reached. One large pump- 
kin or two small-ones per day for each] 
animal is a liberal diet and sufficient 
to keep the system in excellent condi- 
tion. They should not be fed in large 
pieces at all, for there is danger of 
the cows getting choked with a big 
lump. 
Cows actually break oft and 


loosen their teeili trying' to break up 
pumpkins fed to the-m in large pieces. 
Jt is no difficult work to break the 
pumpkins up sind then chop theJii fine 
with a sharp spade. Put them in 
wooden tub, and in a few minutes 
free use of the .spade will reduce them, 
to Email pieces, which the cows can eat 
with relish. tYhen first broken open, 
scoop out all the inside parr, thus re- 
moving the seeds, which sometimes 
prove dangerous to the cows. Tut the 
seeds and pulp in which they are buried 
into a sausage grinder and grind them 
up into small pieces. The seeds will 
thus -all be crushed, so that the chick- 
ens caneut them without danger. They 
•will also eat the pulp if self. This prac- 
tice is certainly commended by the 
chickens, which enjoy the Feast and 
look forward to the ground pumpkin 
seeds -every day. Every part of the 
pumpkin is thus utilized, and one can 
obtain a winter's supply of good font 
for both stock and chickens from the 
cornfield -without much rxtrn cost fol 
labor. Those who do not plant pump' 
kin seeds freely in the cornfield lost 
far more than they realize and aniss a, 
chance to get a double profit from tlii 
land.
